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City Supports Heritage Idea

At the July 14 meeting of 
the Greenbelt City Council, the 
issue of applying for a heritage 
area designation was discussed. 
The State of Maryland has ini- 
tiated a program called the 
Heritage Area Program, the 


purpose of which is to promote 


tourism and economic develop- 
ment in selected areas through 
State programs and funding. A 
number of local municipalities 
are promoting a program based 
on the Route 1 corridor and the 
Anacostia River area. The gen- 
eral focus of this program deals 
with towns and cities lying on 
Route 1 from the District Line 
to Laurel, but with eastward 
movement to include cities 
such as Greenbelt. 

The city has been requested 
to join 13 other municipalities 
in seeking a “Recognized Heri- 
tage Area” designation. A 
transportation theme was cho- 
sen for the “Anacostia Trans- 
portation Line” - the title of the 
proposed area. The major link- 
ages would be a “trolley” line 
between the Port of 
Bladensburg, the College Park 


Airport.and Goddard Space. 


Flight Center. After reviewing 
supporting documents, council 
voted unanimously (except for 


councilmember Tom White, 
who was absent) to support the 
application. Approval by the 
city at this time only concerns 
the concept and the filing of 
the application with the state. 
If it is approved and the city 
continues to participate, the 
city may have to provide ap- 
proximately $3,000 toward de- 
velopment of a plan to pro- 
mote, develop and manage the 
tourist aspect of the area. 

Mayor Antoinette Bram 
commented that “history re- 
peats itself.” When she was 
small, she often took the trol- 
ley from downtown out to 
Berwyn. Of course the trolley 
is gone and the tracks have 
been pulled up. But now 
people are thinking that maybe 
the trolley was a good idea af- 
ter all. Bram indicated that 
county leaders feel there ts 
room for secondary tourism 
and transportation; that is, in- 
terest in local history and fa- 
cilities separate from the gen- 
eral downtown Washington 
tourist area. 

Background 

In 1996, state legislation 
was passed creating ihe Mary- 
land Heritage Areas Authority, 
the agency which administers 
the Maryland Heritage Preser- 


vation and Tourism Areas Pro- 
gram. This program is de- 
signed as a partnership between 
state agencies and communities 
to encourage heritage tourism. 
Heritage areas must meet a 
number of criteria, including a 
strong focus on physical heri- 
tage evidence, such as historic 
buildings or districts, involved 
local leadership, visitor services 


and accessibility. One area in- 


Maryland, Canal Square in 
Cumberland, has already re- 
ceived the heritage designation. 
It is anticipated that several ar- 
eas will apply for designation 
in 1997, 
Advantages 

When an area is designated 
a recognized heritage area, it 
becomes eligible for a number 
of programs. Included are 
matching grants and loans, state 
income tax credits for selected 
rehabilitations, and broad pro- 
gram support from the state 
government. All state agencies 
are therefore required to coop- 
erate and coordinate with the 
management entity for the area 
to assure that state activities 
will not have an adverse effect 


on the historical and cultural. 


resources of the area unless no 
prudent and feasible alternative 
is possible.

A souvenir program is a first 
for this year’s Festival. Designed 
and produced by Festival Com- 
mittee member Karen Yoho, the 
program will be a guide to all 
events during the entire weekend. 
It includes profiles and pictures 
of the Miss Greenbelt, Junior and 
Little Miss Pageant participants. 
It has all you need to know 
about the carnival, parade, shows 
and exhibitions, as well as a bit 
of history. There will be a map 
of the carnival area and locations 
of the key attractions. The pro- 
gram also carries advertising 
from local businesses, groups and 
individuals who are supporting 
the Festival. The program will 
be on sale at the Information 
Booth and at other locations 
throughout the Festival weekend. 

Carnival Firsts 

The carnival is at the heart of 

the Labor Day Festival and of 


course the Boxwood Zoo Dip, the 
Greenbelt Elementary School’s 
PTA’s used book booth, and 
Bingo sponsored by United Cere- 
bral Palsy will be back. But this 
year, Festival visitors can also try 
Eco-Roulette, sponsored by the 
Committee to Save the Green 
Belt, and the GHI booth will fea- 
ture a game involving children, 
pennies and prizes. Also, shades 
of the Outback, the K-Company 
Majorettes will serve up Bloomin’ 
Onions. 

Some new booths to visit at 
the Carnival include the Raider 
Review of Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School (ERHS) for Dove 
Bars, then stop at the Holy Cross 
Lutheran Church booth for water. 
ERHS’s class of °99 will offer 
temporary tattoos, a good idea 
before stopping at the Greenbelt 
Foundation for the Arts for a 
caricature. The Class of 2000 of 
ERHS will be doing photos. The 
Greenbelt Boys and Girls Club 
will be at the batting cage for 
batting practice sessions for 
adults and children. And, back 
by popular demand are the Mary- 


land Tri-County Hawg Hunters, 


with the Goldfish Toss. The Car- 
nival has longer hours this year, 
opening at 11 a.m. on Saturday 
and noon on Sunday. 
On Stage 
Finale is actually the opening, 
rather than the closing, act of the 
Festival. Finale has never per- 
formed at the Greenbelt Festival, 


but is a popular band throughout 
the metropolitan area that plays 
the hits of the last five decades. 
With six members and two lead 
singers, the band performs high 
energy dance music in a variety 
of styles from Motown to the lat- 
est hits. 

Nighthawks takes over on Sat- 
urday night. In a recent review, 
the band is described as playing 
“good rockin’ music,” with no 
signs of letting up. They are 
billed as the world’s best bar 
band, but their playing venues 
run the gamut from Wolf Trap, 
just over the Potomac, to tours 
across the Atlantic. They play 
rock, reggae, rockabilly, and 
rhythm and blues. 

Returning as the popular Sun- 
day night band is Diamond Alley. 
Right after the Miss Greenbelt 
crowning, the band is on stage to 
entertain with rock, rhythm and 
blues, and Motown sounds. 
There’s original music too, and 
every song has the audience up 
and dancing. They’ve played 
nightclubs and concerts from 
North Carolina to Atlantic City, 
and now they'll be back in

Raz to Open for Monkees 


by Eileen Peterson 
Drumsticks in hand, Box- 
wood resident Doug Tull will 


slide onto his stool at the 9:30 


Club in DC on Saturday, Aug. 
23, for the first of two opening 
sets for The Monkees, as the 
nostalgia for °70s music brings 
the TV band here. 

Raz, Tull’s band, will reunite 
area musicians who once 
played a combination of punk 
rock, new wave and blues. 
“We were a_ high-energy, 
straight-ahead hard rock band,” 
Tull recalls. “you either loved 
us or hated us.” 

Born in the early 1970s, Raz 
began its climb to the top of 
the area heavy rock music 
scene. Tull joined in 1974; it 
was all over after 1979. The 
band flared — great gigs, good 
reviews, DC 101 airplay and 
that almost-got-a-record-deal 
moment. The best times were 
playing at the Varsity Grill, the 
Psychedelly and the Bayou, 
opening for the J. Geils Band 
in DC in 1978, and performing 
out of town — at CBGB’s in 
New York, for instance. 

Band members have fond 
memories of the best of times, 
and apparently so does Seth 


Horowitz, an early friend of 
the band who now heads IMP 
Productions and owns the 9:30 
Club. 

Horowitz’s call for Raz to 
open for Saturday’s shows has 
gotten Tull and the others 
scrambling to fine-tune old fa- 
vorites: cover songs (with 
their own stylistic imprint) and 
originals, 

Raz did five reunion con- 
certs, among them a °93 gig at 
the 9:30 Club at its old F 
Street location, at the Black 
Cat in ’94 and at Planet Fred 
in '95, 

Will Saturday night whet 
their appetite for more reunion 
concerts? Tull laughs, “We 
just plan on having a lot of 
fun.” 

Band members went off in 
other musical directions. Tull 
later played with Nightman, 
Tommy Keene, the Reactions 
and occasionally of late with 
Bill Connolly. 

And then there is Tull’s day 
job as a portable X-ray techni- 
cian. A 16-year Greenbelt resi- 
dent, he moved to Boxwood 
last year with wife Lannay, a 
legal secretary, and daughters

Council Seeks Moratorium 
On Sunnyside Ave. Plans

Improvements to Sunnyside 
Avenue, energy savings in city 
buildings, and a job reclassifi- 
cation for the position of city 
Human Resources Officer were 
discussed at the July 14 meet- 
ing of the Greenbelt City 
Council. 

Sunnyside Avenue 

The city has been unable to 
obtain a final proposal from 
the Corps of Engineers on wid- 
ening and/or improvements to 
Sunnyside Avenue to coincide 
with the completion of the De- 
partment of Agriculture Build- 
ing. The city has taken the 
position that the road should 
not be widened due to the loss 
of wetlands. The College Park 
Area Bicycle Coalition 
(CPABC) has sponsored a 


Sunnyside Avenue Task Force, 


and Terri Hruby, Greenbelt 
Community Planner, attended a 
meeting held in June. Hruby 
reported that the CPABC is 
putting together plans for pe- 
destrian and bike rights-of-way 
on a widened Sunnyside Av- 
enue. 

To date, however, the Corps 
of Engineers has not published 
their plans, and the city is con- 
cerned that making contingency 
plans defeats its opposition to 
any widening, and specifically, 
widening to the east of the 
railroad tracks. Council also 
wants to hear from _ the 
Greenbelt Bicycle Coalition on 
its activities in this area. Coun- 
cil member Tom White, who 
was not present, left detailed 


notes about this topic. After 
much discussion, the council 
directed City Solicitor, Robert 
Manzi, to send a letter to the 
Corps of Engineers, with a 
copy to the mayor of College 
Park, seeking a moratorium on 
all discussions until a plan ts 
published by the Corps. 
Energy Savings 

City staff has been research- 
ing methods to reduce energy 
costs and improve the effi- 
ciency of city buildings. Staff 
has identified a concept known 
as “Energy Services Perfor- 
mance Contracting” as a com- 
prehensive approach to achiev- 
ing energy efficiency. Council 
approved the advertisement of 
a “request for qualifications” to 
judge contractors’ interest in 


performing such a contract for 


the city: 
Human Reseurces Officer 

Since the retirement of Bar- 
bara Havekost, the city has 
been seeking to fill the vacant 
position of Human Resources 
Officer. It has become apparent 
that the starting salary for the 
grade of Havekost’s position is 
not commensurate with the sal- 
ary level sought by current ap- 
plicants. The current position 
starts at $37,440, and the sala- 
ries of qualified applicants ex- 
ceeded this level. The council 
is asked to approve a grade in- 
crease that would result in a 
starting salary of $41,288. To 
help support this increase, the 
job description is being modi- 
fied to include risk manage-

the number to be elected. Unfortunately, in city council elections, this 

seldom takes place. Last time, there was only one challenger to the five 
incumbents. | 

This paper has never endorsed candidates and has tried to treat all 
who choose to run equally and fairly. It is not our intent to imply in 
this editorial that we support or oppose any change in the membership 
of the council. However, the council and individual members have made 
decisions that have not been supported by all members of the commu- 
nity, such as development proposals, speed humps, woodland preserva- 
tion, bicycle lanes, increased taxes, and changes in refuse collection. 
Those who feel strongly on particular issues should have the opportunity 
to express themselves by voting for candidates who reflect their points 
of view. They can’t do this if there is not a choice in candidates. 

We at the News Review recognize that it is difficult for interested citi- 
zens to take on incumbent office holders in an election. We pledge, 
however, our best efforts to make the playing field more even. We will 
continue to provide equal coverage to every candidate. We will publish 
each candidate’s resume when she or he files for election. We will pub- 
lish each candidate’s answers to questions posed by this paper on issues 
of interest to the community. We will attempt to report on every forum 
sponsored for all candidates, if held timely to our publication dates. 

We also urge citizens to help those who choose to run by contribut- 
ing to their campaign funds. 

Each person who seeks office helps assure that all points of view are 
heard and that Greenbelt citizens are offered a real choice at the ballot 
box. Often, the views of unsuccessful candidates have been adopted by 
those who are elected, so that the defeated candidates have accomplished 
much just by running. Win or lose, every person who chooses to run 
for city office deserves the gratitude of every one of us.

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New Landscaping and Signage 
Will Spruce Up GHI Area

It was an expensive but well 
spent night. On July 17 the 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) 
board of directors authorized an 
outlay of $292,480 in a little 
over three hours, mostly on 
first readings, to enter into con- 
tracts. These included upgrad- 
ing the computer system, pur- 
chasing a diagnostic camera for 
sewer and utility work, replac- 
ing slate roofs and sewers, and 
' repairing parking lots. 

In some respects it was a 
routine night. Chaconas and 
Wilson, P.C., was reaffirmed as 
auditor for 1997 at a cost not 
to exceed $10,600. The board 
authorized sending $150 to the 
Greenbelt Labor Day Commit- 
tee, $70 as a donation and $80 
to purchase a full page ad in 
the keepsake program. All mo- 
tions passed unanimously; di- 
rector Susan Ready, unable to 
attend, had been excused. 

GHI Signage 

Existing signs directing 
people to the GHI office are 
worn and different in design. 
Some need replacement. Mem- 
ber and landscape architect 
Sharon Bradley-Papp presented 
the board with a design for 
new signs and plans for adja- 
cent landscaping. Four. signs 
would be made of redwood and 
brick with five words, 
“Greenbelt Homes, Inc. Co-op 
Office,” and an arrow. The 
landscaping would repeat, the 
plantings on Southway. 
Hamilton Place would be 
planted with willow oaks on 
both sides to resemble the farm 
road it once was. Signs would 
be installed in the four places 
where they currently are lo- 
cated. Sign construction with 
adjacent landscaping is ex- 
pected to cost $23,000. 

While the board clearly 
wanted to have new signs by 
October and liked the adjacent 
landscaping plans, discussions 
stalled after 40 minutes and the 
plans were sent back to the Ar- 
chitecture and Environment 
Committee (A&E) to relook at 
wording and material. 

The word “co-op” was a 
problem that could not be re- 
solved. Chuck Hess felt the 
words “Co-op Office” may lead 
some to think the phrase refers 
to the Co-Op Supermarket of- 
fice. Others agreed, prompting 
Betty Deitch to ask if the word 
“co-op” was really needed. 
General Manager Gretchen 
Overdurff said that many 
people ask her what GHI is 
and that many organizations 
identify themselves in their 
signs. GHI is a cooperative. 
Bruce Bowman, approved for 
membership just an hour earlier 
(a former original member and 
original board member now re- 
turning to GHI), provided some 
first-hand historical information 
on the word “cooperative.” 
When the housing cooperative 
was formed, it was not permit- 
ted to use the word “co-opera- 
tive”. in any sign, as this word 
could be used only by “fisher- 
man, watermen and farmers.” 
Deitch made a motion, subse- 
quently withdrawn, for the 
signs to read “Greenbelt Homes 
Inc.,” with the words “a coop- 
erative community” underneath. 

Another sticking point was 
redwood. Alan Turnbull ac- 
knowledged the need to use a 
durable wood that can be easily 
worked by carving but asked if 


“precious redwood” was the 
best choice for a sign that 
could be changed and discarded 
by a future board. (At the 
break, a member in the audi- 
ence suggested the problematic 
pine tree at 4 Plateau could be 
cut down and recycled into 
GHI signs.) 

The matter will be brought 
to the board on August 21. 
Because of time constraints of 
first and second readings, and 
the desire to have signs in 
place by October, no board 
member objected to authorizing 
the changes piecemeal: ma- 
sonry and signs as separate 
contracts, each less than 
$5,000. Landscaping will be 
handled separately and done in 
the fall. 

Computer System 

With a motion by Hess, sec- 
onded by Dorothy Lauber, the 
board approved the purchase of 
a computer maintenance man- 
agement system (CMMS), a 
computerized network operating 
system, microsoft office soft- 
ware and the hardware required 
to set up the network, to be in- 
stalled at a price not to exceed 
$100,200. 

GHI currently has three 
computer systems — finance, 
maintenance, and administra- 
tive/word processing — none 
of which are compatible or can 
be upgraded. The maintenance 
system is obsolete and in dan- 
ger of crashing; data has been 
lost in the past. Efficiency and 
productivity are being lost, 
finding clerical and administra- 
tive staff who can work with a 
DOS system is becoming in- 
creasingly difficult, and the 
cost of troubleshooting and re- 
pairing problems is soaring. 
Information cannot be shared 
among departments and, given 
the computer situation, it is in- 
creasingly more difficult to at- 
tract employees to GHI. Mem- 
bers interested in reviewing the 
46-page proposal for the new 
system should contact GHI. It 
is expected to take two years 
to phase in the changes. These 
changes will be funded over a 
five-year period with the initial 
portion coming out of the 
working capital fund. 

Slate Roof Replacement 

Original slate roofs made of 
Pennsylvania slate are nearing 
the end of their 60-70 year life 
span. Letters were sent to the 
318 owners of brick homes and 
informational meetings held to 
get their preferences about re- 
placement. All slate roofs will 
need replacement over the next 
25 years with the same mate- 
rial to be used on all roofs. 
Vermont slate, with a 120-year 


Jife expectancy and cost of ap- 


proximately $11,700 per home, 
was the choice of 53 of 54 
members who voted. 

The board concurred and 
passed a first reading for a 
contract with Thompson Re- 
modelling to replace six roofs 
at 2 A-B Ridge and 6 C-F 
Ridge at a cost not to exceed 
$75,000. Other options in- 
cluded man-made celadon ce- 
ramic slate with a 60-year life 
expectancy and cost of 
$10,800; fiber shingles, 40 
years life, $10,600; and asphalt 
shingles, also good for 40 
years, at a cost of $8,000. 

Turnbull noted the most 
expensive and most durable 
material was selected, “which 
denotes quality and sub- 
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stance.’ 
see we're going in that direc- 
tion” but noted that each fu- 
ture board will need to autho- 
rize continued spending for 
this material. Nat Shinderman 
spoke up and said that from 
an economical standpoint, “it 
was no contest.” Only .$900

Diagnostic Camera 

One of the most beneficial, 
yet least expensive, proposals 
of the evening was the first 
reading to purchase a diagnos- 
tic camera for inspecting 
sewer lines, at a cost of 
$6,416.55. The system con- 
sists of a 200-foot cable with 
camera at one end, a 9-inch 
TV screen to view the prob- 
lem and a transmitter to sig- 
nal the problem site. 

Since GHI has miles of un- 
derground utility pipes, a diag- 
nostic camera will quickly de- 
fine the type of problem, such 
as foreign objects or tree roots, 
and give a precise location. 
This tool, which has been 
rented in the past at $150 per 
hour, is in high demand and 
can be rented for only two or 
four hours at a time. According 
to Eldon Ralph, director of 
Physical Plant Operations, the 
“camera will pay for itself in 
four years.” 

Underground Sewer 
Replacement 

When the subject of sewer 
replacement came up for dis- 
cussion, Hess made a motion to 
authorize, for first reading, a 
contract with B&P Utilities to 
replace sewer lines in 19 loca- 
tions at a cost not to exceed 
$34,000. The room then sud- 
denly.came alive when a mem- 
ber from 2 Eastway expressed 
her displeasure with GHI and 
previous sewer work done in 
her yard 14 years ago. 

It was pointed out that all 
senior staff have changed since 
14 years ago, but it was agreed 
that the director of physical 
plant operations will research 
the history of sewer problems 
at her location and get back in 
touch with her. According to 
the staff engineer, if members 
cooperate and move plantings 
when the sewer work is sched- 
uled, GHI will put them back 
when work is done. Sometimes 
it is more cost effective to sim- 
ply replace plantings. The mo- 
tion passed with no opposition. 

Other Business 

The board passed a first 
reading for parking lot repairs 
to 13 courts, to be done by 
Blacktop, Inc. at a cost not to 
exceed $66,114. First quarter 
financial statements were dis- 
tributed but no discussion took 
place, apparently because of the 
hour.

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI) Board of Directors broke 
with the tradition of holding 
only one board meeting a 
month during the summer. On 
August 7 they put in an extra 
worknight solely to vote on 
five second readings for capi- 
tal improvements totaling 
$290,616.55 and to vote on 
new signs for the cooperative. 
Calling this special meeting 


‘allowed staff to begin work 


on these projects on August 
8, instead of having to wait 
until the regularly scheduled 
board meeting of August 21 
for approval to move for- 
ward. 
New Signs for GHI 

This October, in time for 
Greenbelt’s 60th anniversary, 
residents can expect to see 
new signs for GHI upon en- 
tering Greenbelt via 
Southway. Later this fall, 
landscaping to mirror the 
city’s landscaping on 
Southway will be added. The 
new signs will be redwood 
and brick, using redwood that 
“has not come from the an- 
cient, endangered redwoods 
of the west.” Three lines of 
print will read “Greenbelt 
Homes,” “A Cooperative 
Community” and “Office,” 
with an arrow pointing the 
direction to the office. 

Round two of the sign is- 
sue did not come easy. Most 
new debate centered around 
placement of the arrow and 
the word “Inc.” When the 
board could not agree on 
where to place the arrow or 
even if it should have its own 
line, it was decided to leave 
this decision to the expertise 
of the signmaker. The A&E 
Committee had recommended 
that the word “Inc” not ap- 
pear on signs because it gives 
the impression that GHI is 
primarily a business, rather 
than a housing, cooperative. 

The board agreed with this 
view, although director Susan 
Ready preferred that “Inc” re- 
main. Director Julia 
Eichhorst gave a “minority 
report from Pear! Siegel” that 
she would have liked the sign 
to indicate “housing coopera- 
tive.” Director Betty Deitch 
added that she would have 
liked the GHI logo on signs. 
The A&E Committee had 
considered this addition but 
decided against it on the 
grounds that the signs would 
be too cluttered. 

Second Readings 

Second readings for five 
different contracts totaling 
$290,616.55 were unani- 
mously passed, with director 
Alan Turnbull absent. These
